Jack London, the novelist and short
story writer, who died at his ranch at
Glen Ellen at 7:45 oclock Wednesday
evening, after a short illness diagnosed
as a. severe form of uremia. The an- -
thorof at least 40 books, several plays
and Innumerable ehort stories was
dead before most of the state even
knew he was sick.
